"WHEN 1933 OPENED the literary world was 


in the dumps; when it closed you could 
distinctly hear a rising note of optimism over 
the clinking glasses. The chief factors that 
influenced authors, publishers and readers, 
viewed from the desk of a literary editor, 
were the following: 

The recovery program of Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, which turned discussion from eco- 
nomic despair to economic planning. 

The success of a novel of adventure— 
“Anthony Adverse”—which revived the 
hopes of readers who want entertainment. 

The growing activity of writers under 30, 
forecasting a healthy, competent and sound 
native literature. 

When 1933 opened, the champions of a 

planned economy had shot their wad and 
seemed silenced by events. Calls for a revolu- 
tionary literature filled the controversial mag- 
azines. Critics who believed that there was 
more to literature than class expression and 
economic argument were ridiculed. 
_ A healthier influence was the revival of 
interest in American affairs by citizens re- 
lieved of the ambition to make a million and 
by college men and workers facing an eco- 
nomic problem. Magazines of discussion, 
such as Common Sense, were started by 
young men under 30. Political pamphleteer- 
Ing increased. 

It is customary to patronize the little mag- 
azines and to point to their moth-like ex- 
istence. But these magazines have proved 
their worth as training grounds for the 
younger writers; they give a chance for dis- 
cussion of ideas and stories. 

Atter the inauguration of Roosevelt inter- 


est in planned economy picked up. Liberal 
editors, who had been on the sidelines, 
found themselves consulted in Washington. 
The intellectual argument of art versus 
propaganda wore itself out—generally with 
the conclusion that good writing may be 
propaganda but that propaganda is not neces- 
sarily good writing. 

The recognition of Russia calmed another 
batch of intellectuals. A movement away 
from extreme radicalism was discernible, and 
writers began to agree that America was a 
special problem not amenable to Russian 
methods. 

It is a difficult process to pick the “best” 
books of a year; every editor has his own 
preferences and good arguments for them. 
I think the last year has the characteristics 
of a transition period; a great deal of new 
material is being dredged up from the depths 
by the realists, while considerable advance 
was made by those who write the literature 
of escape, under which classification comes 
the historical novel. 

The surprise book of the year was Hervey 
Allen’s “Anthony Adverse.” Projected in 
the years when publishing was one grand, 
sweet song, and completed when every new 
novel was a major risk, “Anthony Adverse” 
rode the tide of Franklin Roosevelt’s New 
Deal and brought many dormant readers out 
of their holes into the bookstores. By the 
end of 1933 it was approaching 300,000, a 
remarkable feat when many wiseacres had 
concluded that its bulk was prohibitive and 
that it went contrary to the belief that 
100,000 words are just the right size for a 
novel,

Marjorie Kinnan Rawlings’ “South Moon 
Under” was to me the best first novel; she 
had published previously a long short story 
of about 30,000 words, properly a novelette. 
Robert Nathan’s “One More Spring” won 
the most discriminating praise; Jack Conroy’s 
“The Disinherited” best depicted the effect 
of the depression on an American worker. 
Pearl S. Buck proved the most dignified au- 
thor, and Ring Lardner was the most 
mourned. Louis Bromfield was one of the 
few older writers who showed growth in 
“The Farm,” although some critics consid- 
ered it a return to romantic writing. Ernest 
Hemingway’s short stories were accepted as 
genuine Hemingway, but with favorable 
comment invariably went the remark that 
Hemingway was standing still and that his 
themes were shopworn. Fannie Hurst had, 
in my opinion, one of the best titles of the 
year: “Imitation of Life.” Dreiser, Willa 
Cather, Edna Ferber and Edith Wharton did 
not publish novels, being busy in other fields. 
Particularly fine was Van Wyck Brooks’ edit- 
ing of “The Journal of Gamaliel Bradford,” 
and James Weldon Johnson’s autobiography, 
“Along This Way.” Neither won the atten- 
tion it deserved. 

From abroad “The Testament of Youth” 
by Vera Brittain was exceptionally valuable; 
“The Book of Talbot” by Violet Clifton re- 
vealed an unusual writing talent—an exam- 
ple of a heroic style rarely met with in 
modern biography. “Little Man, What 
Now?” by Hans Fallada was to my mind 
the best novel we had from abroad. 

In 1933 a number of events, such as re- 
peal, were concerned not with opening new 
vistas but closing old accounts. These in- 
cluded: Return to America of T. S. Eliot, 
which demonstrated his decline as an influ- 
ence; resignation of H. L. Mencken as editor 
of the American Mercury, which he had 
founded, indicating lessened interest in social 
satire which offers no program or direction; 
decision to admit “Ulysses” free of censor- 
ship, which comes at the end of a movement 
—the influence of Joyce has already been 
absorbed in American writing; emergence 
of Gertrude Stein as the favorite of the Ar- 
lantic Monthly reader and subsequent col- 
lapse of her reputation among those who 
championed her unintelligible prose. 

Events that look forward: Publication of 
innumerable little magazines filled with at- 
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tempts to describe American problems. 
Commercial backing for Whit Burnett’s 
Story, indicating a growing audience for the 
new short story. Concession of a daily book 
column by the New York Times, which 
makes unanimous the conviction of the First 
Reader that books are as important as music 
and the theater, even if subordinate to base- 
ball. Continued popularity of books dealing 
with the ’go’s and “the good old days.” Ac- 
tivity of writers in cases involving social in- 
justice, including agitations against war, 
lynching, poverty, and the Southern attitude 
toward the Negro. Eloquence and clearness 
of John Strachey and popularity of his “Com- 
ing Struggle for Power.” 


A Latent Audience 


The outstanding success in fiction, “An- 
thony Adverse,” does not indicate necessarily 
that we are in for an era of romantic adven- 
ture but rather that the audience for this type 
of writing has been waiting for food. The 
success of Thornton Wilder’s books showed 
that. It may be that “Anthony Adverse” will 
mitigate the stark and uncompromising real- 
ism which grips our younger writers, although 
the latter write from observation and convic- 
tion and cultivate distinctly unliterary themes 
and sources. 

On the other hand, a small tidal wave of 
proletarian writing is developing among 
writers in the twenties. These men are not 
necessarily radicals, but they understand and 
sympathize with the workers. In 1933 their 
books increased in number and _ strength. 
They included “The Disinherited,” by Jack 
Conroy, the most timely novel of American 
life of the year; “Union Square,” by Albert 
Halper; “God’s Little Acre,’ by Erskine 
Caldwell. 

Their most extensive writing was in the 
short story. Their work is not yet widely 
popular with readers, but that is because they 
do not induce mental comfort. Some ol 
them, no doubt, are at the stage where 
Dreiser was when he wrote “Sister Carrie.” 
Their dominant note is recognition of the 
class struggle and an attempt to interpret 
society rather than the individual. Contrary 
to the expectations of radical critics, the 
value of their work depends upon its strength 
and vitality, not upon its political slant. 

Altogether, things are looking up. Happy

A Review of the Year's Events in the Book World 


THE STORY OF THE BOOKTRADE during 1933 
has, of course, the general outlines of the 
story of almost every other trade under the 
New Deal. While the booktrade has lagged 
behind many industries in the matter of 
having Codes for the regulation of the busi- 
ness accepted by the Administration, much 
progress was made in the year just closed, 
and a vigorous fight is. now being waged by 
both booksellers and publishers to secure for 
each part of the industry a form of self- 
regulation which will eliminate many of the 
remediable evils now existing. 

At the opening of the year 1933 the pic- 
ture was black indeed. Christmas sales in 
the bookstores averaged 25° below the year 
previous; public confidence was at a new 
low for all time; the outgoing administration 
had failed, in the public eye at least, to 
bring about any halt in the steady decline of 
business, while the new administration was 
still an unknown quantity. The public, fran- 
tic for relief, turned in great numbers to 
Technocracy, which had burst not quite fully 
armed but in the white light of national 
publicity, from the head of Howard Scott. 
This created a small boom in the sale of 
books on this and other panaceas and served 
to emphasize the fact that, while the reading 
public might consider $2.50 too much to pay 
for almost any novel, it displayed less resist- 
ance to books on economic matters. Later 
in the year this trend became even more 
marked and by December the D. Appleton- 
Century Co. was able to announce that it 
had sold in two months some 132,000 copies 
of a reprint of a little book called “Fiat 
Money Inflation in France” which had origi- 
nally been published in 1896. 

_ But even Technocracy and allied subjects 
failed to lift the booktrade out of the dol- 
drums during the first few months of the 
year. “Ann Vickers” with a tremendous ad- 
vertising campaign behind it was a bright 
spot, but, even so, it was apparent that fic- 
tion sales were dropping steadily. There 
seemed to be no hope whatever for an up- 
swing. 

_ Early in March President Roosevelt was 
inaugurated, and, as one of his first official 


acts, declared a national bank holiday, lead- 
ing one publisher to observe that he had 
never believed he would live to see the day 
when the banks would close and the book- 
stores remain open. The immediate activity 
in Washington with its strengthening of 
credit and promise of a “New Deal” brought 
confidence to the people for the first time in 
several years, and by summer sales figures 
began a slow but perceptible swing upward. 
In May the President put before Congress a 
National Industrial Recovery Bill which was 
intended to increase employment without 
wage slashing, while allowing industry to 
improve its condition by enforced rules of 
fair trade practice which each individual in- 
dustry should draw up for itself in a Code. 
To a booktrade which had been fighting for 
years to remove certain unfair trade _prac- 
tices, this prospect offered much in the way 
of relief, and it was with high hopes that the 
American Booksellers Association gathered 
in New York on June 5th for a one-day con- 
vention, devoted to a discussion of trade 
problems and methods of increasing sales 
volume. Unlike previous conventions the 
morning and afternoon meetings this time 
were given to prepared speeches on various 
aspects of the trade, with short periods of 
open discussion interspersed. The morning 
meeting was on bookselling problems, and 
the afternoon session, under the direction of 
the Joint Board of Publishers and Book- 
sellers, to publisher-bookseller relationships. 
The convention adopted a resolution declar- 
ing itself wholeheartedly in favor of the 
passage of the National Industrial Recovery 
Act, and a telegram stating that fact was 
despatched to Senator Wagner, the Bill’s 
sponsor. Consequently when the Act was 
passed and signed by the President just eight 
days later, booksellers and the trade in gen- 
eral were ready to begin work on a Code or 
Codes of Fair Practice for the Publishing 
industry. The beginnings were made, but 
long months of labor were in prospect. 

The place of the bookshop as a cultural 
center in the community was fully developed 
at the convention, and the thought of in- 
creasing sales volume by increasing the scope 
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of the store, that is, by laying greater em- 
phasis on subject books, was taken up by 
many booksellers during the year. 


Publishers Act 


Immediately following the signing of the 
National Industrial Recovery Act, the direc- 
tors of the National Association of Book Pub- 
lishers met and outlined a program for book 
publishers’ action. The Association visual- 
ized separate but harmonious Codes for four 
groups, the trade publishers, text-book, Bible 
and subscription book publishers. A com- 
mittee of seven, composed of Alfred Har- 
court, chairman, Alexander Grosset, D. 
Laurance Chambers, Alfred R. McIntyre, 
Frederic G. Melcher, Whitney Darrow, and 
Howard C. Lewis, was immediately set up 
to study the situation for trade publishers. 
The Bible publishers’ group was organized 
under the leadership of William K. Holman. 
At the same time the American Booksellers 
Association, under its president, Frank L. 
Magel, nominated a strong committee to re- 
ceive the suggestions of booksellers and for- 
mulate them into a Code of practice. This 
committee included Cedric Crowell, chair- 
man, A. Kroch, Harry Scherman, Richard F. 
Fuller, John G. Kidd, Robert Saltmarsh, 
Marion E. Dodd, Bertha Mahony, A. B. 
Carhart, A. R. Womrath, Karl Placht, W. C. 
Jacquin, Leslie Hood and David Newberry. 
Two members of the College Bookstores’ 
Association, W. R. Barnes and Paul Harten- 
stein, were added to the committee in August 
after the College Store convention in Bloom- 
ington. 

Organization of text-book publishers fol- 
lowed immediately, and a Code Committee 
was set up including William T. H. Howe, 
chairman, Richard S. Thornton, Millard H. 
Jencks, James D. Phillips, A. H. Nelson and 
George L. Buck, with John R. Gregg, Hugh 
Foresman, Harris Hart, Edward Lord and 
Winfield S. Smyth added later. Book manu- 
facturers, meeting as the Book Manufac- 
turers’ Institute, adopted a Code without a 
dissenting vote and formed a permanent or- 
ganization for self-regulation, thus achieving 
the honor of being the first group of the 
book industry to complete its program under 
the NIRA. Printers were also actively en- 
gaged in drawing up a Code which would be 
satisfactory to both labor and employers, a 
difficult task. 
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During the last week in July the National 
Recovery Administration put into effect a 
blanket Emergency Prosperity Code, which 
was offered on a voluntary basis to every 
employer in the country. The great majority 
of booksellers and publishers signed this 
Code as a temporary measure until their own 
codes were adopted, and thus qualified to fly 
the Blue Eagle. 

In August Frederic G. Melcher was drafted 
by the N.A.B.P.’s Code Committee to act 
as a coordinator among the different groups 
of publishers (there were by this time eight 
groups representing eight different types of 
publishing) and representatives of allied in- 
dustries, in an effort to secure unified action. 
It was the belief of these groups that a com- 
mon program under a blanket code would 
have to be worked out with autonomous 
sectional codes. The outstanding question 
in the minds of both the trade publishers’ 
and booksellers’ groups was whether or not 
some form of price-control to eliminate the 
inordinate price cutting could be worked out 
under the N.R.A. On August 29th a Code 
for the text-book publishers was presented at 
Washington for consultation. Price-control 
was not considered in this code because of 
state statutes affecting state adopted texts. 


Graphic Arts Code 


Early in September it became apparent that 
because of the great flood of codes for small 
industries, Washington was going to adopt a 
policy of considering codes representing 
branches of a single large industry under one 
heading, and that, therefore, all codes having 
to do with printing and publishing would be 
considered together. Preliminary hearings 
were held in Washington September 12 and 
13, when it began to look as if all pub- 
lishing codes would have to wait on the 
basic codes for printing, sponsored by the 
United Typothetae and the National Edi- 
torial Association. These Codes were drawn 
together into one Code of Fair Competition 
for the Graphic Arts Industries which was 
completed and ready for submission on Sep- 
tember 18th, when the public hearing 
opened. Immediately labor protested the 
40-hour week provision contained in the 
Code as being inadequate to increase employ- 
ment, and immediate adoption was _post- 
poned. Meanwhile the N.A.B.P. filed at 
the Administrator’s office in Washington a 
tentative draft of a blanket Code for the 
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seneral publishing industry, preferring not 
to be included in the scope of the Graphic 
Arts Code. At this time trade book pub- 
lishers, after earnest study and conference 
with legal advisers, decided that it would be 
impossible to include price-maintenance in 
their code until the N.R.A. had cleared up 
its program, and reluctantly dropped that 
provision. 


Codes Drawn Up 


On October 14th the Publishers’ Weekly 
carried a digest of the proposed Code for 
trade publishers, which had been submitted 
to all trade book publishers for approval. 
This Code contained provisions limiting re- 
prints and remainders and defining certain 
other unfair trade practices, and also set up 
wage and hour scales for the industry. The 
following week, after months of careful 
study the Booksellers’ Code Committee sub- 
mitted to the Control Committee of the 
N.R.A. the proposed Code of Fair Practice 
for Booksellers. ‘This Code carried definite 
provisions for the maintenance of retail book 
prices, with additional clauses relating to 
hours, wages, reprints and remainders, library 
sales and unfair trade practices. 

The Trade Publishers’ Code failed to meet 
the approval of more than a bare majority 
of Trade Book Publishers and consequently 
a meeting to redraft the Code was called for 
October 24th. After a three-day conference a 
new Code was agreed upon which set maxi- 
mum discounts for wholesalers, retailers and 
institutions, and contained revised provisions 
regarding remainders and reprints. In addi- 
tion provisions were made for a Control Com- 
mittee to administer the Code, when and if 
approved. At this meeting, presided over by 
W. Morgan Shuster, a new Code Committee, 
consisting of W. Morgan Shuster, chairman, 
Cass Canfield, Whitney Darrow, Alfred W. 
McIntyre, W. W. Norton, Joseph Wharton 
Lippincott, Alfred A. Knopf, and Bennett 
Cert, was elected. 

Meanwhile President Roosevelt, on October 
23rd, signed a Code to govern the entire 
retail trade. Booksellers, noting a provision 
apparently designed to curb the use of “loss- 
leaders,” hailed the code with joy, even 
though the wage scales it contained meant a 
greater cost of doing business. Their joy was 
short-lived, however, when actual practice 
proved that the code instead of protecting 
the small dealer simply allowed all depart- 
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ment stores to sell at invoice cost, secure, 
under the code, from the danger of under- 
selling by one of their competitors. So des- 
perate did the situation become in New York, 
with all the leading books of the season 
being sold at or very near cost in at least 
four New York department stores during the 
Christmas season, that a Committee com- 
posed of Cedric R. Crowell, Frank L. Magel 
and Arthur Womrath, representing the 
American Booksellers Association appeared 
before the New York Retail Code Authority 
on December 7th and asked for action against 
price-cutting by department stores on the 
ground that the National Industrial Recovery 
Act expressly provided that no provision of 
any code should be interpreted or applied to 
promote monopolies or eliminate or oppress 
small enterprises. It was also argued that, 
whatever the interpretation, the Code also 
prohibited the use of “loss leaders.” While 
this committee of booksellers found a num- 
ber of members of the Code Authority sym- 
pathetic, no action was forthcoming. Several 
further hearings were held before the Code 
Authority, with no results, and the book- 
sellers have now been referred to Washing- 
ton. Public hearings on the Retail Book- 
sellers’ Code have been promised for the end 
of January. 

At the present moment the Graphic Arts 
Code is on the President’s desk, awaiting sig- 
nature, and it is expected that once this is 
signed, action on publishers’ codes will be 
forthcoming. 


Business Improves 


A survey made by the Publishers’ Weekly 
early in July showed that business was defi- 
nitely on the upgrade among both publishers 
and booksellers. This upswing was to reach 
a peak in August, slip off slightly during the 
fall months and swing vigorously up again 
during the two weeks immediately preceding 
Christmas, when many stores experienced the 
first old-time Christmas rush in many years. 
This encouraging development was generally 
more apparent West of the Alleghenies, 
booksellers in and near New York City com- 
plaining that the price-cutting situation had 
materially reduced their sales of current 
books. The leader in the year’s sales was 
Hervey Allen’s monumental “Anthony Ad- 
verse” which slipped past the 300,000 mark 
as the year closed. 

The copyright situation, which was very 
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much to the fore in 1932, received little at- 
tention during 1933. In April, the Treasury 
Department, functioning through the Cus- 
toms House, asked publishers to send direct 
to the Customs House the names of all new 
titles on which they had purchased American 
rights from foreign authors. This direct 
action saves the delay of having such notifica- 
tion sent via the Treasury Department in 
Washington. At the special session of Con- 
gress held last March, Senator Robert F. 
Wagner of New York was made chairman 
of the Committee on Patents, with Senator 
Hebert of Rhode Island, minority leader on 
the same Committee. William I. Sirovich of 
New York City was made chairman of the 
House Patents Committee. The Dill Copy- 
right Bill, which favors the broadcasting in- 
terests, was introduced, but no action was 
taken. 


Piracy Checked 


On May 24th the United States District 
Court in Boston found a decision against the 
College Tutoring Bureau of Cambridge, 
Mass., against which suit had been brought 
by a number of publishers on the ground 
that the Tutoring Bureau had taken exten- 
sive excerpts from numerous text-books, con- 
densed many books to about one-third their 
original length, and sold these condensations 
in mimeographed form to students. One 
thousand dollars damages was assessed by the 
court, and the Bureau was permanently en- 
joined from any such type of infringement 
in the future. 

A great victory for the opponents of cen- 
sorship occurred on December 5th, when, as 
the climax to a long and vigorous fight waged 
by Random House through its attorneys 
Morris Ernst and Alexander Lindley, Judge 
John M. Woolsey handed down a decision 
allowing James Joyce’s “Ulysses” to be pub- 
lished in this country. John S. Sumner, of 
the New York Society for the Suppression of 
Vice, brought action against the Eugenics 
Publishing Company for the sale of “Sane 
Sex Life and Sane Sex Living,” the Viking 
Press for the sale of “God’s Little Acre,” and 
the Vanguard Press for the sale of “Female,” 
during the year, but failed to get a convic- 
tion on any of them. An action brought by 
Mr. Sumner against Sam Curl, sales manager 
for William Godwin, Inc., for the sale of 
“The Man in the Monkey Suit,” resulted in 
a $200 fine. “Female” fell into the clutches of 
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the law a second time, when Morris Berg, 
a bookseller in Astoria, Long Island, was ar- 
rested for renting a copy of the book to a 
policeman. This time the three judges of 
Special Sessions Court found the book ob- 
scene, and it was withdrawn from sale. 


Organization Changes 


Many changes in organization occurred 
during the year among both publishers and 
booksellers. In February Coward-McCann 
bought the publishing department of Bren- 
tano’s, with the exception of the George 
Bernard Shaw books which went to Dodd, 
Mead. In March the two established houses 
of D. Appleton & Co. and the Century Com- 
pany merged under the name of the D. Ap- 
pleton-Century Co., with John W. Hiltman, 
president of D. Appleton since 1918, as 
Chairman of the Board, and W. Morgan 
Shuster, president of the Century Co. since 
1914, as president. An involuntary petition 
in bankruptcy was filed against the publish- 
ing firm of Ray Long and Richard R. Smith 
in April, but no receiver was appointed. 
Richard R. Smith subsequently withdrew 
from the firm and became a vice-president 
and director of the Frederick A. Stokes Co., 
while Long & Smith went on under the 
operation of the Publishers’ and Printers’ 
Auxiliary. Liveright, Inc. went bankrupt in 
May, and in June a trustee was appointed to 
liquidate the business, which was sold in July 
and reorganized as the Liveright Publishing 
Corporation in August. 

In January the British publishing house of 
Sheed & Ward announced the opening of an 
Amercian office. 

After three years as manager of Blue Rib- 
bon Books, one of the leading non-fiction 
reprint houses, Eugene Reynal purchased the 
company, which had originally been organ- 
ized by Dodd, Mead, Harcourt, Brace, 
Harper & Bros., and Little, Brown. 

William Faro, Inc., which was incorporated 
in 1931 by Samuel Roth, was declared bank- 
rupt in June. Julian Messner, for 15 years 
associated with Liveright, announced the es- 
tablishment of his own house, Julian Messner, 
Inc., in September, with an initial list of four 
novels. Eugene Reynal and Curtice Hitch- 
cock, formerly connected with the Macmillan 
and Century Companies, in October an- 
nounced the formation of a new publishing 
house, to be known as Reynal & Hitchcock, 
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Inc., with a general list, the first titles of 
which were to appear in January. Funk & 
Wagnalls announced a new department to 
be known as “Literary Digest Books” under 
the direction of George W. Jones., Jr., with a 
list devoted solely to non-fiction. At the end 
of the year Longmans, Green and the Oxford 
University Press announced the adoption of 
joint shipping and billing departments as 
well as joint selling in the trade departments. 
Longmans, Green moved from its old ad- 
dress, 55 Fifth Ave., to 114 Fifth Ave., where 
the Oxford University Press is located. 
Coward-McCann and Putnam’s also adopted 
a joint shipping and sales policy, while John 
Day and Blue Ribbon Books moved into 
joint ofices and made arrangements for joint 
shipping, billing, manufacturing and_pro- 
motion. 


Booksellers Reorganize 


In the retail field Edwin Valentine 
Mitchell, who retired from his bookshop in 
Hartford, Connecticut, in 1931, returned to 
the field again in January, taking the place 
of James T. Soby as president of the Lewis 
Street Bookshop and changing the name 
back again to Edwin Valentine Mitchell, 
Inc. In February the W. K. Stewart book- 
store in Indianapolis, which had been in 
receivership, was bought by George T. Parry 
who undertook to continue the operation of 
the hundred-year-old store. The affairs of 
the great Brentano business, which had been 
in difficulties for two years, came to a crisis 
in March, when the three publishers who 
had been serving as trustees resigned, and 
creditors began pressing for payment of 
“frozen” accounts. On March 30th the 
Irving Trust Company was appointed re- 
ceiver, and a Creditors’ Protective Committee 
was formed. On June 7th the business was 
sold to A. Kroch of Chicago, who placed a 
bid of $71,000 plus 8214°% of the accounts 
receivable as collected, with a guarantee of 
$50,000. Under Mr. Kroch’s ownership sep- 
arate corporations were formed to operate the 
Chicago and New York Brentano stores; the 
Pittsburgh and Cleveland branches were 
closed; the Altman-Brentano store in New 
York was taken over by B. Altman & Co.; 
the Philadelphia store was sold to George W. 
Jacobs, and the Washington branch was con- 
tinued in operation by the New York Bren- 
{ano corporation. Two New York City 


branches were also closed. 
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In April, Frank L. Magel acquired. control 
of the Putnam Bookstore which he had been 
active in reorganizing during the year and a 
half previous. Mr. Magel and William C. 
Schwab, who is associated with him in the 
Putnam Bookstore, bought the Norman 
Remington Company in Baltimore and reor- 
ganized it as the Remington-Putnam Book 
Company. 

Byron’s, Inc., in Detroit, which was closed 
on June 24th, was bought by the Doubleday, 
Doran Book Shops, and reopened as a link 
in that chain, in October. John G. Kidd 
acquired the interest of W. K. Stewart in 
the Stewart Kidd business in Cincinnati in 
October, and announced that the business 
would henceforth be conducted under the 
name of John G. Kidd & Son. 

Ellis W. Meyers, who had acted as execu- 
tive secretary to the American Booksellers 
Association for eight years, resigned on 


February 23rd. 


Other Highlights 


Other highlights of the year included the 
adoption of an agency plan of selling by 
Alfred A. Knopf, and a shelf-stock consign- 
ment plan by William Morrow & Co. These 
plans are now being put to the test of 
practical operation. The movement against 
remaindering was led by Scribner’s and Mor- 
row, both of which publicly announced that 
they would remainder no copies of copyright 
trade books, until further notice. Interest in 
subject books was fostered by the Joint Board 
of Publishers and Booksellers, which put out 
a series of monthly Book Councillor lists of 
books on special subjects. An experiment in 
advertising on a grand scale which involved 
four insertions in the Saturday Evening Post 
and a nationwide tie-up with booksellers was 
made by Macmillan, Scribner’s, Houghton 
Mifflin and Little, Brown, but it failed to 
bring sufficient results to warrant adoption 
as a permanent policy. The heads of nine- 
teen personal bookshops, all women, met in 
February to form the Bookshop Round 
Table, an organization set up for the purpose 
of cooperative action. 

As usual Book Week was successfully cele- 
brated the country over during the third 
week in November. The subject for 1933 
was “Growing Up with Books,” stressing the 
importance of books in the life of the child 
from infancy to college age. 
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Best Sellers, 1933 


“Anthony Adverse” Sells 300,000 in Six Months 


IT Is NO SURPRISE TO ANNOUNCE that “An- 
thony Adverse” is 1933's best-selling novel. 
In fact, it may have set a new record for 
the six months’ sale of any novel, having 
passed the 300,000 mark in December. 

All the books on this list of ten best sellers 
in fiction are 1933 publications, except the 
two by Lloyd C. Douglas. He is the only 
author to have two books on the list, the 
only one who was also the author of one of 
the ten best sellers of 1932, and the author 
of the two oldest books on the 1933 list. 
“The Magnificent Obsession,” which _ is 
fourth on the 1933 list, and was eighth in 
1932, was a best seller during every month 
of 1932 and 1933. It was published in 1929 
and has sold better during 1933 than in any 
previous year. 

The proportion of women authors of the 
ten best fiction sellers has decreased during 
the past three years. In 1931 seven were 
written by women, in 1932 five, and in 1933 
three. There is a much larger proportion of 
American authorship for 1933: John Gals- 
worthy, English; Mazo De La Roche, Cana- 
dian, and Hans Fallada, German, are the 
three foreign authors, compared to five in 
both 1932 and 1931. 

Non-fiction best sellers for 1933 include a 
greater number of books issued during the 
current year than usual, as non-fiction ordi- 
narily sells over many more months than 
does fiction. Only two books on the list 
were published in 1932, neither of them 
equal in age to “The Magnificent Obsession.” 
The leader, “Life Begins at Forty,” is one 
of these, published in October, 1932. “Van 
Loon’s Geography,” the oldest of the non- 
fiction books, is also the only title that was 
also a 1932 best seller. It was fifth on that 
year’s list. Ely Culbertson and James Trus- 
low Adams are authors who were represented 
by different titles on the 1932 list. 

There are three biographies on the 1933 
list compared with only one in 1932. There 
were many, many books published during 
the past year on current affairs and politics. 
Of all these the best seller was President 
Roosevelt’s book, which appears in seventh 
place. Of these ten books only one is writ- 


ten by a woman, Nora Waln, an increase of 
one over the previous year. Seven are by 
American authors. There are two transla- 
tions among the twenty, “Little Man, What 
Now?” and “Marie Antoinette.” 

These three lists of 1933’s best sellers, fic- 
tion, non-fiction, and juveniles, are based 
upon the Publishers’ Weekly monthly best 
seller lists, which are compiled from retail 
booksellers’ reports of actual sales in their 
stores. Between 80 and 100 bookstore re- 
ports are received by us each month and the 
resulting compilation reflects accurately the 
popularity of current books with the book- 
buying public. But because the final scores 
for the year are not directly based upon ac- 
tual figures, we realize that there may be 
some divergence between our lists and pub- 
lishers’ sales figures. This is especially true 
in the case of the juvenile list. One reason 
is that many stores report as best sellers cer- 
tain series of books such as the Pop-Ups, the 
Scribner Illustrated Classics, and the Burt 
and Grosset series. We have to disregard 
these reports even though these series have 
very large sales because we cannot mix series 
and individual titles in our compilations. 
Another inaccuracy is caused by the book- 
sellers’ listing of titles, usually juvenile clas- 
sics, without giving the publisher. “Little 
Women” and “Alice in Wonderland” were 
the two titles most frequently reported in 
this way. These two books were especially 
good sellers in December, but since our lists 
are based on individual books, not just titles, 
such reports had to be omitted. 

On our 1933 juvenile best seller list, “The 
Pop-Up Mickey Mouse” takes first place, 
“The Pop-Up Pinocchio” second and “Three 
Little Pigs” third, while the publisher of all 
three, Blue Ribbon Books, reports a sale o! 
over 83,000 for “Three Little Pigs,” over 
53,000 for the “Mickey Mouse” and over 
10,000, this year, for “Pinocchio.” “Pin- 
occhio” was published in November, 1932; 
and retail sales, therefore, may have carried 
over into 1933 more than the publishers’ sale 
of 10,000 in that year. Both “Mickey 
Mouse” and “Pinocchio” appeared on our 
monthly best seller lists during the greater 
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part of 1933 and “Three Little Pigs” for 
only the last two months. While the index 
figure of “Three Little Pigs” for December 
was much greater than that of any other 
book for any month, it was not quite large 
enough to equal the totals of the other two 
books for five and seven months. Besides 
these three books Blue Ribbon Books records 
a sale of 45,000 copies for “The Pop-Up 
Minnie Mouse” and of between 18 and 19 
thousand each for the fifty-cent “Pop-Ups.” 
This sale was not reflected on our lists prob- 
ably because so many stores listed merely 
“The Pop-Ups” on their reports instead of 
naming individual titles. 

Four out of the first five juveniles were 
published by Blue Ribbon Books. Fourth 
on the list is the leader from any of the 
other publishers’ juvenile lists, Berta and 
Elmer Hader’s “Spunky,” which, Macmillan 
tells us, sold well over 10,000 copies. Two 
books which appeared at the bottom of the 
1932 best seller list and which reappear on 
this list are “The Adventures of Mickey 
Mouse; Bk. No. 2” and “Ask Mr. Bear,” by 
Marjorie Flack. Marjorie Flack is the au- 
thor-illustrator of two books on this list and 
of two on the 1932 list. There are five 1932 
juveniles on this list, four 1933 books and 
one published in 1931, next to the oldest on 
any of the three lists, “A Child’s History of 
the World,” by the late V. M. Hillyer. This 
and “Young Fu of the Upper Yangtze” by 
Elizabeth F. Lewis, winner of the 1933 New- 
bery Medal, are the only two best-selling 
books for older children, not in the picture- 
book class, if we except “Three Little Pigs,” 
which many stores say sells to adults just as 
well as to children,

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Title Output Continues to Drop 


NEARLY ONE THOUSAND fewer titles were 
issued by American publishers in 1933 than in 
1932, according to figures tabulated from the 
Weekly Record of the Publishers’ Weekly. 
There were 743 fewer new books and 200 
fewer new editions of books already published. 
The greatest drop came in books on educa- 
tion, of which 33°% fewer were published in 
1933 than in 1932. The next greatest drop, 
23°, came in books classified as general litera- 


ture, while biography and agriculture came 
next with a drop of 20% each. Only three 
classifications showed a gain over 1932. Music 
was 10.7°% ahead; philology, 8.7°4 ahead, and 
fine arts 3.79% ahead. Fiction showed a drop 
of 9%, about the same ratio as that of the 
total of all books. Technical books and history 
remained about the same as the year before, 
and juveniles showed a drop of 12°%.

U.S. Book Exports, Jan. 1933

ALMOST TWO AND A HALF MILLION DOLLARS’ 
worth of books, including text books, trade 
books and books in sheets, were exported 
from the United States in the first ten 
months of 1933, according to figures supplied 
by the U. S. Department of Commerce. It 
is interesting to note that almost one-half of 
all text-book exports were to the Philippine 
Islands, $457,655 worth in all. Canada was 
next with $246,243; and the United King- 
dom, with $143,183, was third. Of other

bound books the majority went to Canada, 
a total of $719,674 being shipped across the 
border in ten months. The United King- 
dom was in second place with $210,998; and 
South America took $113,727 worth. Al- 
most all books in sheets exported went to the 
United Kingdom, $114,810 out of a total of 
$131,079. It is interesting to note that Japan 
takes many more trade books than China, 
while China takes many more text books than 


Japan.

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British Output Increases 


Tue number of books recorded by The Pub- 
lishers’ Circular and The Publisher and Book- 
seller as having been published during the 
year 1933 is 15,022 as compared with 14,834 
during 1932, an increase of 188. 1933 stands 
second only to 1930 in output. The buying 
and selling of books has apparently kept up 
with their production. 





As the totals for this year and last year are 
so close, there is naturally little variation in 
the representation of the various classes of 
literature. The larger increases have taken 
place in Sociology (+89), Religion (+77), 
Law (+76), Biography (+59), and Philol- 
ogy (+41), with smaller increases in General 
Works, Descriptive and Travel, Military and

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Naval, Music, Geography, Science, and Medi- 
cine. Decreases have taken place in Fiction 
(—114), Agriculture and Gardening (—55), 
Philosophy (—43), Games (—37), Educa- 
tion (—29), and Business (—26). The 
other classes show small variations, but are 
practically constant. 

The student of human nature (or the 
cynic) may note that the loss in Education 
is balanced exactly by the gain in Military 
and Naval; and that the peaceful occupations 
of gardening and philosophy seem to be 
giving place to the more contentious and 
restless interests of sociology and the law! 

The drop in the number of Fiction is 
more apparent than real—actually there 
have been more new novels issued than 
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ever before, and what decrease there is 
has taken place entirely amongst new 
editions and reprints. Probably the novel- 
publishing record is held by the month 
of October this year, when 256 new novels 
were issued. The most avid “latest fiction” 
glutton should be satisfied with such a ra- 
tion—but the bookseller and the reviewer 
may be excused if occasionally they think of 
Mother Hubbard and her comparatively easy 
job! 

Viewing the year’s output generally, New 
Books totalled 11,082, an increase of 568 
over last year, while New Editions fell by 
380 to 3,940. This may be regarded as even 
more satisfactory than the increase on the 
general total for the year. 


International Book Production 
Statistics for 1932 


The following data refer to the totals of new book titles; figures are 
not available as to the total of books printed and sold. The basis of' 


computation varies with different countries, and comparisons must be 


made with caution. The totals for the United States which include only 


bound books without pamphlets, annuals, theses, etc., cannot be accu- 


rately compared with the totals from Continental Europe. 


THE FOLLOWING STATISTICS on international 
publishing activity in 1932 have been taken, 
as in former years, from the December issue 
of Le Droit d’ Auteur, the periodical that is 
published by the International Copyright 
Union at Berne. They are translated for the 
Publishers’ Weekly each year by Katherine 
Knight of its staff. For several years past 
the large amount of valuable statistics on the 
output of the various countries could not all 
be included in the December issue, and have 
therefore been continued in the January num- 
ber. This is again the case. 

Statistical information about seven coun- 
tries is included in this article—namely, 
Bulgaria, Denmark, France, Germany, Ice- 
land, Spain and Sweden. 


Bulgaria 


Dr. P. Kiranoff, general director of the 
statistical services of the Bulgarian kingdom, 


has compiled the book production statistics 
for his country for 1932, following the dis- 
tinguished tradition of his predecessors, 
Messrs. Michailoff and Dimitroff. Although 
the number of books published in Bulgaria 
decreased in 1931, the opposite was true in 
1932. There was a slight increase of 81, the 
totals for the two years being 2,407 books in 
1931; and 2,488 new books in 1932. Trans- 
lations, which are included in the total fig- 
ure, increased by 26 units, so that the real 
increase of purely Bulgarian works was only 
55- The 1932 total is still far below the big 


years of 1928, 1929 and 1930. A ten-year

Through Ove Tryde, bookseller and pub- 
lisher of Copenhagen, the following figures 
on Danish publishing between April 1, 1932 
and March 31, 1933, were obtained. Dan- 
ish publishing suffered a set-back in 1931 
and there was only a very slight increase 
in 1932. Following is a table giving total 
figures for the past decade.

Of the total 3142, 1195 are pamphlets and 
1947 are books. The total publication of 
pamphlets increased from 976 in 1931 to 
1195 in 1932. 


France 


The statistics on French publishing dur- 
ing the decade 1923-1932 have been taken 
as usual from the Bibliographie de la France 
which is aided in its compilation by the 
Régie du Depédt Légal connected with the 
Minister of the Interior and by the Bibli- 
othéque Nationale.

The increase in French book production 
which began in 1931, after a large loss in 
1930, continued in 1932 with a very marked 
gain of 2348 in contrast to 646 in 1931. The 
1932 total is the highest since 1925. 


Germany 


The figures given below on the literary 
output of Germany have been taken from 
an annual article by Louis Schénrock which 
appears in the Bérsenblatt fiir den deutschen 
Buchhandel. German publishing which de- 
creased sharply in 1931, again suffered a 
rather marked loss as shown in the following 
ten-year table:

The 1932 output is the lowest since 1924. 
There were 1883 fewer new books published 
and 739 fewer new editions in 1932. The 
total, 21452, includes pamphlets. In books 
alone there were 15,102 published in 1932 
in comparison to 17,301 in 1931. Transla- 
tions of foreign works into German also tend 
to decrease each year. There were 886 trans- 
lations in 1932, whereas there were 1,024 in 
1931 and 1,235 in 1930. 


Iceland 


The National Library of Iceland furnished 
statistics on the publishing activity of that 
country. Although the literary output is 
small, it was marked by a slight gain. A 
total of 236 in 1932 against 210 in 1931. Of 
this total, 183 were new books and 53 were 
pamphlets. 

Spain 

Eduardo Navarro Salvador of Madrid 
supplied the figures on Spanish publishing 
for 1932. The year’s total shows only a 
very slight increase over that of 1931. The 
Bibliografia Espafiola, the official booktrade 
paper, supplies figures on publications that 
were actually placed on sale, excluding pam- 
phlets, reports, dissertations, and _ other 
printed matter distributed gratuitously. 
Following is a table showing totals for the 
past decade of books placed on sale:

Of the 1932 total of 2,448, 432 were pamphlets 
and 2,016 were books in contrast to 301 pam- 
phlets in 1931 and 2,135 books. The slight 
increase in Spanish publishing in 1932 was 
therefore in the output of pamphlets. 
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The number of translations, which had 
steadily increased from 1928 to 1931, de- 
creased about 6% in 1932 under 1931. 

Spanish printers are forced by law to reg- 
ister the books, pamphlets, maps, etc., whic. 
they print at the National Library of Ma- 
drid, which furnishes the following statistics.

The association of Swedish publishers 
(Svenska Bokforlaggare-Foreningen) com- 
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piled the statistics on Swedish book produc- 
tion in 1932. The economic crisis had a de- 
cided effect on Swedish publishing activity 
with the result that the 1932 total is the 
lowest in the past ten years:

From the statistics given above we see that 
book production in five countries showed an 
increase in 1932 while two countries, Ger- 
many and Sweden, showed a sizable decrease. 
France was the only country which had an 
appreciable gain. The increase in produc- 
tion in Bulgaria, Denmark, Iceland and 
Spain was so slight as to be almost negli- 
gible.

Publishers Output in 1933 


Number of Active Houses Decreases 


IN THE YEAR JUST PAST, 191 publishers issued 
5 or more new books, as compared with 211 
in 1932 and 227 in 1931. This indicates a de- 
crease of 11°% in two years in the number of 
houses active in new book publishing. The 
average size of the list in 1933 was 36 titles 
instead of the 40 of 1932. 63 publishers issued 
more than 25 books during the year; 18 pub- 
lished more than 100; 16 published from 51 
to 100, and 29 published from 26 to 50. 

The grouping of the houses according to 
the number of titles published is interesting. 
Macmillan as usual with its text-books, trade 
books and imports leads all the rest with 584 
titles. Oxford University Press comes next 
with just about half the number, 288. Then 
come the two outstanding publishers of fiction 
reprints and popular priced books, Grosset & 
Dunlap, with 284 titles, and Burt, with 225. 
Closely grouped behind these are Appleton- 
Century with 209 titles; Doubleday, Doran 
with just 200 titles (Garden City Publishing 


Co. adds 50 more); Dutton, with 177; Har- 
per, 175; Houghton Mifflin, 171; Scribner, 
140, and Longmans, Green, 133. McGraw- 
Hill published 116 titles; Alfred A. Knopf, 
109; Macaulay, 106; Putnam, 105; Lippincott, 
104; Harcourt, Brace and Farrar & Rinehart, 
101 apiece and Dodd, Mead, 94. Perhaps one 
of the most interesting figures in the table is 
that of William Morrow, which has published 
exactly 50 books in each of the past three years. 
Of the publishers which published 5 or more 
books in 1933 and also published 5 or more in 
1932 or 1931, 74 published more titles last 
year than the year before, and 87 published 
fewer titles in 1933 than in 1932. 

The total number of books published by 
the 191 publishers listed here was 6,970, as 
compared with 7,595 titles published by 211 
houses in 1932, and 9,033 titles brought out 
by 227 publishers in 1931. Thus there were 
more than 2000 fewer titles brought out by 
active houses in 1933 than in 1931.

Publication Dates 


ABOUT EVERY SIX MONTHS, as each important 
publishing season begins, the Publishers’ 
Weekly hears fresh com- 
plaints about lack of 
observance of publica- 
tion dates. This sort of 
carelessness may exist 
throughout the year, 
but in every instance 
and wherever it occurs, 
it is a curse to booksell- 
ing. 

Any study of booksellers’ problems makes 
it obvious that publication dates should be 
scrupulously observed. Every store has 
something to gain by this. If everyone in 
turn ignored dates and, by means of expen- 
sive transportation, endeavored to secure early 
delivery of one book or another, no store 
would gain increase in sales to compensate 
for the increased expense. There is usually, 
however, but one offender in a community 
who, in spite of, or rather because of, the 
fairness of his fellow dealers, indulges in this 
form of raiding new business. If the other 
dealers are consistent in their established habit 
of keeping faith long enough, he succeeds

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in building up a reputation among book buy- 
ers for being on the spot with new books. 
Such a gain which must be lost in the bitter 
recrimination that eventually follows is un- 
believably shortsighted. The publisher, a 
long distance away, has little facility for 
enforcing observance of his publication date. 
To be sure, he can retard the shipments of 
the offending dealer, but such special han- 
dling disturbs the routine of shipping. 

One way of attacking this problem is to 
call together a committee of local dealers 
who will visit the bookseller who is indulg- 
ing in this practice and to point out the 
shortsightedness of this type of merchandis- 
ing. The occasional slip is forgivable, but 
the intentional effort to gain a pitiably small 
margin of profit at the expense of the trade’s 
general good is unpardonable. 


Single Issue “Serials” 


THE BOOKTRADE IS A UNIT and must be a 
unit in fighting against the use of book 
material in single issues of periodicals and 
newspapers. An author obviously has the 
right to sell his work where he will and on 
the basis he chooses as long as the assign- 
ment of rights to one publisher does not 
destroy or overlap the rights of another. 
However, when it comes to the issuing of 
his complete novel, the author should choose 
between having it appear in book form or 
having it appear, complete, in magazine or 
newspaper form, but he should not expect 
or contract for complete and almost simul- 
taneous publication in both forms. Book 
publication gives an author more permanent 
attention, and helps greatly in building up 
the value of his serial rights, moving picture 
rights, etc. But no book can survive if si- 
multaneous with the announcement of the 
book’s publication there is an announcement 
that the same novel is available complete at 
the price of a magazine or a Sunday sup- 
plement. 

Publishers must take prompt and united 
action to correct this situation, and by this 
issue they are put to a test as to whether 
they can form the habit of standing solidly 
together. If one publisher refuses to handle 
an author’s fiction which is to be given simul- 
taneous presentation complete in a magazine, 
no other publisher should be standing ready 
to take over the contract in order to add the 
author’s name to his list.

Then Put Your Influence Behind the Movement to Protect “Small 
Business” under NRA by Giving the A.B.A. 
Your Support at Washington 


Tue BooxsEiers’ Cope, filed in Washing- 
ton, is now promised hearings before the 
month ends, Its major objective must now 
be fought for, the preservation of a relatively 
small industry in the midst of larger and 
more highly organized retail units, and the 
leaders of the American Booksellers’ Asso- 
ciation are prepared to fight and to join 
their cause with the steadily broadening ef- 
fort now developing in industry to prevent 
such oppression. 


Evidence of the crucial character of the 
emergency will be presented at Washington. 
The PusutsHers’ WEEKLY, following this situ- 
ation step by step, now believes that the NRA 
administration should be told with unmis- 
takable emphasis that the decision made on 
this issue is of utmost significance to the 
rescue and upbuilding of an industry which 
has a special importance far beyond the nu- 
merical totals of its employed capital and 
labor. 


We urge therefore that all book-interested 
people, booksellers and those who value book- 
stores, should write at once in specific terms, 
urging the recognition of the booksellers’ 
plight, to Administrator Alexander White- 
side, NRA Headquarters, Washington. If a 
carbon of each letter so written is sent to 
Frank L. Magel, 2 West 45th Street, New 
York, the booksellers will have the facts you 
offer and the encouragement of your interest. 


As evidence of present trends this recent 
statement of Donald R. Richberg, General 
Counsel of the NRA, and the man, who, 
next to General Johnson, has most to do with 
the shaping of NRA policies, is significant: 


“It is the history of the last twenty years 
that small enterprises have not been able to 
meet the unfair competition of large well- 


financed corporations which, through price 
cutting and other destructive measures, have 
sought to dominate in a marketing area. The 
Codes furnish many protections to such small 
businesses and can be utilized under wise 
public administration most effectively to save 
such worthy enterprises from the extinction 
that would be otherwise inevitable.” 


Could there be a clearer description of the 
bookseller’s difficulties in the New York area 
than the phrase “large well financed corpora- 
tions which, through price cutting and other 
destructive measures, have sought to domi- 
nate in a marketing area”? This authorita- 
tive opinion is stimulus and encouragement 


to booksellers. 


In analyzing the significance of the points 
to be argued at this hearing, we have in 
mind that the President, in the promulga- 
tion of the National Industrial Recovery Act, 
promised to protect the small business from 
unfair competition and elimination. If some- 
thing is not soon done to better the situation 
in small units of business, these units, which, 
in the aggregate, are the means of support of 
so many millions of people, will be beyond 
salvation as the upturn of industrial condi- 
tions approaches. Letters sent to the adminis- 
trators in charge cannot fail to give some 
indication of the urgency of the cause. 


It is also of additional significance that a 
Committee on Small Industries was recently 
appointed by Gerard Swope, Chairman of the 
Business Advisory and Planning Council of 
the Department of Commerce, to study the 
effects of the application of the NRA on 
small industries. This Committee is now ask- 
ing for reports on specific cases of unfortu- 
nate trade practice, these to be sent to 
Thomas R. Taylor, Room 4823, Department 
of Commerce Building, Washington, D. C.

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Necrology 


MANY LOSSES TO THE AMERICAN BOOKTRADE 
occurred through death in 1933. Each 
branch of the trade had occasion to mourn 
the passing of several of its respected leaders. 

The Publishers’ Weekly was greatly sad- 
dened by the death on November 12th of its 
editor-in-chief, Richard Rogers Bowker, who 
was also editor-in-chief of the Library Journal 
and president of the R. R. Bowker Co. In 
his 85 years Mr. Bowker had been active in 
many fields of activity. He was an authority 
on copyright law and was one of the found- 
ers of the American Library Association. 

Howard Eyre Altemus, president of 
Henry Altemus, Inc., died on January 21st 
at the age of 62. 

Henry B. Clow, president of Rand, 
McNally & Co., and Gustav Hessert, treasurer 
of Rand, McNally, died on August 5th, 
within a few hours of each other. 

Horace B. Liveright, one of the most color- 
ful figures in the New York publishing 
world, died on September 24th at the age 
of 49. 

Ormond G. Smith, president of Street & 
Smith Publications, Inc., died April 17th and 
his brother, George C. Smith, vice-president 
and treasurer of Street & Smith, died April 
28th. They were both in their seventies. 

William W. McIntosh, who was one of 
the founders of the American branch of the 
Oxford University Press, died on July 22nd. 
Oxford sustained another loss through the 
death on April 27th of I. Brown, who had 
been connected with the firm from 1899 to 
his retirement in 1928. 

Harper’s lost a valuable staff member when 
John M. Lewin, organization manager for 
the firm, died on May 22nd. 

Little, Brown & Co. lost James R. McDon- 
ald, who was secretary of the corporation and 
who had been manager of the educational 
department since its establishment in 1904. 

Longmans, Green lost its general manager, 
Henry L. Parker, on November 18th. 

Hulings C. Brown, retired member of the 
Little, Brown staff, and a grandson of the 
founder, James Brown; Paul W. Carhart, 
managing editor of the G. & C. Merriam Co.; 
William Chamberlain, senior member of the 
firm of Spon & Chamberlain, publishers of 
engineering books; George H. Geer, sales- 
man for Houghton Mifflin for 16 years and 
one of the most widely known travelers in 
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the trade; Horace L. Hayward, president of 
the Americana Corporation and for many 
years publisher of the Encyclopedia Ameri- 
cana; Agnes W. Kemp, for 37 years cashier 
for the firm of E. P. Dutton & Co.; Walter 
Neale, author and president and founder of 
the Neale Publishing Co.; Opal Stangland, 
office and promotion manager for the trade 
department of the San Francisco branch of 
the Macmillan Co.; John True Preston, for- 
merly for forty years with the Houghton 
Mifflin educational department; John C. Vose, 
New England sales manager and senior sales- 
man for the A. L. Burt Co., and Adolph 
Wessels, who had spent nearly 50 years in 
the trade as a traveler, were among those 
whose death occurred during the year. 

The retail booktrade lost Leonard H. 
Wells, who had been manager of the book 
department of the Powers Mercantile Co. in 
Minneapolis for 38 years. “Doc” Wells was 
widely known and highly respected in the 
trade, and his death on October 11th was a 
real loss. 

The New York trade was shocked by the 
death, in December, of Morris G. Michaels, 
head buyer for Duttons, Inc., who had also 
been head buyer for Brentano’s and associated 
with Arthur Womrath. 

D. A. Callahan, proprietor of the Callahan 
Book and Stationery Store in Salt Lake City, 
died in May. 

One of the outstanding leaders in the 
movement for a reorganized booktrade, W. 
B. Clarke, former Boston bookseller, died 
January 26th at the age of 85. 

Another old American bookseller was 
Davis L. James, proprietor of James Book- 
store in Cincinnati, who died at the age of 
85 on July 24th. 

Other losses include: George Engelke, for 
45 years a bookseller in Chicago; Grace 
Gaige, who retired from the book department 
of the R. H. Macy Co. in 1928 after 25 years 
of service; Charles G. Hardy, owner of the 
oldest bookstore in California; William P. 
Goodman, for more than 50 years proprietor 
of Goodman’s Bookstore in Manchester, 
N. H.; Ignatius Kimball, for thirty years a 
bookseller in Albany, N. Y.; Hannah Lieb- 
schutz, assistant manager of the Liebschutz 
Bookstore in Louisville, Ky., and Blanche 
Mitchell, who was a professor of Italian at 
Smith College at the time of her death, but 
who had been for some time associated with 
her brother, Edwin Valentine Mitchell. 
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In the field of rare books, the greatest loss 
was perhaps the death on August 31st, of 
James F. Drake, noted New York rare book 
dealer. Charles A. Montgomery, one of the 
oldest members of the New York Booksellers’ 
League and an authority on Shakespeare, 
died in June. Summerfield McLean, old and 
rare bookseller of Pasadena, Calif.; John L. 
Clawson, well-known collector of Elizabethan 
and Stuart books and manuscripts, and 
Robert W. Smith, president of the Trow 
Press in New York and connoisseur of rare 
books and bookbinding, also died during the 
year. 

Among the American authors who died in 
1933 were Earl Derr Biggers, Robert W. 
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Chambers, Lee Wilson Dodd, Ring Lardner, 
Louise Jordan Miln, Sara Teasdale, Louis 
Joseph Vance and Dr. Henry van Dyke. 
Foreign authors whose death occurred dur- 
ing the year included Stella Benson, John 
Galsworthy, Anthony (“Hope”) Hawkins, 
Leonard Huxley, George Moore, and George 
Saintsbury. 

Laurie Magnus, director of the English 
publishing house of George Routledge & 
Sons; Louis Ullstein, head of the great 
German publishing firm of Ullstein; Edward 
Unwin, chairman of Unwin Brothers, Ltd., 
of London and George H. Whitaker, former 
head of the firm of J. Whitaker & Sons, Eng- 
lish publishers, also died in 1933.

Gifts 


Books and pamphlets received by gift dur- 
ing the year from individuals and other un- 


oficial sources total 25,194, as compared 
with 22,453 received last year, an increase 
of 2,741, or 4,957 more than were received 
two years ago. 


Purchases 


For the fiscal year just ended Congress ap- 
propriated $100,000 for the general increase 
of the Library and $25,000 for the purchase 
of books and periodicals for the law library, 
as compared with appropriations of $130,000 
and $50,000, respectively, for each of the two 
preceding years. The grant from John D. 
Rockefeller, Jr., for project A (acquisition of 
source material for American history) having 
come to an end on August 31, 1932, the sum 
of $25,000 was set aside this year from the 
general book appropriation in order that 
operations begun under project A might be 
carried on in London, Paris, and Seville. This 
left only $75,000 for the increase of the 
Library. After deducting our annual bill for 
serials and continuations, amounting to ap- 
proximately $36,000 (a permanent, irreduci- 
ble mortgage against our funds), there re- 
mained only $39,000 for other uses. It 1s 
obvious that this sum was not sufficient even 
for the current needs of the Library and that 
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comparatively few purchases could be made 
in anticipation of future needs. The few 
rare items that were acquired and the single 
large collection that was purchased were 
financed by other funds, notably the Gug- 
genheim gift fund, the Huntington endow- 
ment fund, the Babine endowment fund, 
and the law library appropriation. 

The only incunabulum purchased during 
the year was a copy of “Abbreuiamentum 
statutorum”, [London, John Lettou and 
William de Machlinia, 1481?] Copinger 
5609, Proctor 9760, Duff 375. This is the 
first printed volume of English statute law, 
containing an abridgment of the statutes in 
force to 33 Henry VI, 1455, alphabetically 
arranged, together with an ancient form of 
the coronation oath and a word list of difh- 
cult terms in the socalled laws of Edward 
the Confessor. It is quite rare, being one 
of only 10 known copies, in eight locations, 
and was purchased at an English auction sale 
under the appropriation for the increase of 
the law library. 

Through Mrs. Bessie B. Croffut we pur- 
chased 31 volumes of sixteenth and seven- 
teenth century books in philosophy and 
religion, in addition to two rare issues of 
newspapers, one of which was an original 
copy of the famous wall-paper issue of the 
Vicksburg Daily Citizen for July 4, 1863. 
All of these items were formerly in the pri- 
vate library of Gen. Ethan Allen Hitchcock. 

The extensive collection of works on 
precious stones, gems, and jewels formed by 
the late George Frederick Kunz, of New 
York City, who for many years was asso- 
ciated with the United States Geological 
Survey, was bequeathed by him to his widow, 
Mrs. Opal Logan Kunz, of New York City, 
and to his daughter, Mrs. Hans Zinsser, of 
Boston, Mass. Through the good offices of 
Mr. Walter E. Reid, probably the greatest 
authority on the subject of diamonds, Mrs. 
Kunz and Mrs. Zinsser graciously presented 
the collection to the Geological Survey 
Library, with the understand that any items 
not desired by that library were to be sold, 
the proceeds to revert to the estate. There 
proved to be many miscellaneous items un- 
suited to the collections of the Geological 
Survey Library, and the Library of Congress 
was given the first opportunity to examine 
the collection. We have already purchased 
270 volumes and pamphlets, and an order 
has been placed for 174 additional volumes 


and 3 maps, which have not yet been deliv- 
ered. The volumes acquired include scien- 
tific books and periodicals and many literary 
works in limited editions and fine bindings. 
The most outstanding items are quite widely 
varied in subject matter, comprising three 
medieval manuscripts, a collection of works 
relating to Jeanne d’Arc and a rare Mercator 
atlas (Amsterdam, 1623). 

Dr. Aksel G. S. Josephson, now of High- 
land Park, Ill., but for many years associated 
with the John Crerar Library, Chicago, de- 
cided during the year to dispose of his care- 
fully selected private library of Swedish books. 
The Library of Congress was given the first 
opportunity to select items from the list that 
he had prepared, with the result that we pur- 
chased 187 volumes in the fields of language, 
literature, history, travel, philosophy, biog- 
raphy, and art. Since we have purchased 
comparatively few Swedish books within re- 
cent years this enabled us to fill in many 
important gaps in our collections. 


Division of Manuscripts 


Henry Woodhouse has deposited in the 
Library a large collection of letters, deeds, 
plans, and the like, relating to George Wash- 
ington and his family and the estate of Wake- 
field. 

One of the most interesting and most val- 
ued acquisitions of the year was the letter 
book of Joseph Ball, uncle of George Wash- 
ington, deposited in the previous year and 
now presented by five of his descendants. 
Joseph Ball, whose half-sister Mary was the 
wife of Col. Augustine Washington, was a 
descendant of William Ball, lord of the 
manor of Barkham in Berkshire, England 
(d. 1480). His grandfather, Col. William 
Ball, came to Lancaster County, Va., in 1657, 
and Joseph Ball was born there, but educated 
in England. A partial list of his books shows 
that his education extended to Greek and 
Latin. He became a barrister, but returned 
to Virginia and lived for some years at 
Morattico, in Lancaster County. Then he 
returned to England. His letter book, begin- 
ning in 1744 and continuing to his death in 
1760, shows him resident during that period 
first at Stratford-by-Bow (“Stratford atte 
Bowe”) and later at West Ham in Essex. Its 
greatest interest is perhaps from the writer's 
connection with the Washington family; there 
is, for instance, an interesting letter of 1755 
to Maj. George Washington, in which the 
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uncle expresses his pride in the nephew’s 
achievements of that year. It is, however, 
also of great interest as a voluminous record 
of the business of a large Virginia landowner 
dwelling in London and giving minute direc- 
tions to another nephew who managed his 
estates. These letters, with those of his son- 
in-law, Rawleigh Downman, which follow, 
cast much interesting light on the manage- 
ment of Virginian plantations from 1744 to 
1765. A granddaughter of Rawleigh Down- 
man married in 1845 John Catesby Thom, to 
whose descendants the Library is indebted 
for the gift. 

A special collection of 16 documents and 
nearly 30 letters which has come from Miss 
Mabel E. Crissey, of Washington, is of inter- 
est to the history of the upper part of the 
Spanish colony of Louisiana. Beginning with 
the date of 1783, the papers concern a Spanish 
land grant to Jean Filhiol, commandant of 
Ouachita, embracing the region of the Hot 
Springs of Arkansas. 


Presidents 


Extensive as was the effort made in previous 
years to locate and photostat letters of Wash- 
ington preserved in other collections than 
those of the Library, it has been found possi- 
ble in the past year to make gleanings of 48 
more. The usefulness of such photostatic 
collecting, for the Library and for the Bicen- 
tennial Edition of the Writings of George 
Washington, has been signally shown in one 
instance, among others, that of a document in 
Washington’s handwriting, known only in 
10 fragments, widely scattered among various 
owners and none of them large enough to 
permit the reader of a single piece to discern 
the character of the whole document. On 
assembling photostats of all the fragments, 
however, it becomes clear that what we have 
is Washington’s original draft for his first 
address to Congress in 1789, a text for which 
something quite different was substituted 
before delivery. To aid in the discovery of 
further fragments (for all that have thus far 
been found make no more than a fourth of 
the whole) it may be mentioned that the 
pages are quartos of g by 7 inches, numbered 
up to 62 or more. 

Under authority of an act of Congress of 
1903, the Chief Clerk of the General Account- 
ing Office, J. L. Baity, has transferred to the 
Library four important papers of 1815 and 
1816 (receipt and accounts) relating to the

purchase of Jefferson’s library by the United 
States, a transaction so fundamental to the 
history of the Library of Congress that the 
possession of these papers gives peculiar 
pleasure. 

Mrs. Mary Lord Harrison, widow of Presi- 
dent Benjamin Harrison, after adding to her 
previous deposit some 70 pieces of the corre- 
spondence of President William Henry Harri- 
son and 21 of his son, John Scott Harrison, 
has given to the Library the whole collection 
of W. H. Harrison material which had come 
down to her husband, or had been accumu- 
lated by him. The brief duration of his Presi- 
dency and the burning of his homestead at 
North Bend many years ago have made it 
impossible that any collection of the papers 
of the first President Harrison shall have a 
magnitude comparable with those of most 
other Presidents, yet that possessed by the 
Library will amount, as bound, to 8 volumes. 

By the same generous action as in the case 
of the elder Harrison, Mrs. Benjamin Harri- 
son has converted her deposit of her hus- 
band’s voluminous papers, received in 1915- 
1919 and described in successive reports of 
the Librarian, into a gift. The gift is one 
of impressive proportions; it will amount 
when bound to more than 300 volumes, il- 
lustrating all portions of a life filled with 
intelligent and honorable public service, and 
abounding in material for the historian. Mrs. 
Harrison has supplemented the collection by 
an additional gift of memorials of Presiden- 
tial tours and functions. E. F. Tibbott, a 
former secretary, has added a large collec- 
tion of letters and telegrams received during 
the period of General Harrison’s last illness. 

To the great collection of papers deposited 
in the Library by President Taft while Chief 
Justice, his family have recently added mate- 
rial which at present can be described only 
by saying that it consists of 81 letter files, 
8 file drawers, 54 packages, and 3 wooden 
boxes. 


Economic 


No name stands out more prominently in 
the economic history of the United States, 
or in that of American beneficences, than 
that of Andrew Carnegie. The division otf 
manuscripts therefore welcomes with par- 
ticular pleasure the large collection of his 
papers which, on the completion and publica- 
tion of Mr. Burton Hendrick’s biography of 
him, Mrs. Carnegie has been so good as to 
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present to the Library. Contained in three 
large trunks and two metal filing cabinets, 
it represents a wide variety of interests, eco- 
nomic and cultural, and, though naturally 
not open at present to indiscriminate use, will 
minister to the needs of a variety of scholars. 


Photographic Reproductions 


At the beginning of 1930 the American 
Council of Learned Societies undertook the 
preparation of a comprehensive work, to be 
edited by Dr. Elias Lowe of Oxford, Eng- 
land, under the general auspices of the In- 
ternational Union of Academies, which 
should present, by photographic facsimiles 
and explanatory text, a record of all Latin 
manuscripts of date prior to 800 to be found 
anywhere in Europe. Since that date Dr. 
Lowe has been constantly occupied with the 
searches of libraries and photography of man- 
uscripts necessary to this undertaking. The 
finished work will be entitled Codices Latini 
Antiquiores. The first fascicle is expected to 
appear within the next year. Meanwhile, 
the Library of Congress has arranged for a 
set of the photographs, mounted, and has 
received 1,447 of such photographs, one or 
more from each manuscript, constituting a 
collection of much value and interest to 
students of palaeography. 


Rotographs of the Modern Language 
Association 


The collection of rotographic reproductions 
of medieval or early modern manuscripts 
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(or in a few cases rare early printed books), 
which has been made under the direction of 
the Modern Language Association of Amer- 
ica, for the use of students of the vernacular 
literatures of Europe, and is administered by 
the Library of Congress, has increased in 
number during the year from 237 to 260, and 
the borrowing and use of them by the 
method of interlibrary loans has increased 
correspondingly. 


Harkness Collection 


The first publication from the Peruvian sec- 
tion of this remarkable collection, Miss Stella 
R. Clemence’s Calendar of Spanish Manu- 
scripts concerning Peru, 1531-1651, was 
brought out in the autumn of 1932, in a vol- 
ume of 336 pages, fully indexed and provided 
with all necessary apparatus. It calendars in 
scholarly fashion more than a thousand docu- 
ments, mostly from the earliest period of 
Spanish Peru. The volume has been received 
with gratifying approbation in learned cir- 
cles; a special token of this is Mr. Philip 
Ainsworth Means’ review in the April num- 
ber of the American Historical Review. The 
second volume based on the collection has 
been in active preparation during the past 
year. Out of the store of materials calen- 
dared in the first volume it will present in 
full text and translation some hundred docu- 
ments originating with or relating to the 
conquerors Francisco Pizarro and his brothers 
and Diego de Almagro, father and son. 


Report of the Register of Copyrights 


For the Fiscal Year 19 32-33

Acting Register of Copyrights 


THE Gross rEcEIPTs during the year were 
$254,754.99. A balance of $19,519.91, repre- 
senting trust funds and unfinished business, 
was on hand July 1, 1932, making a total 
sum of $274,274.90 to be accounted for. Of 
this amount the sum of $5,662.89 was re- 
tunded as excess fees or as fees for articles 
not registrable, leaving a net balance of 
$268,612.01. The balance carried over to 


July 1, 1933, was $17,616.71 (representing 
trust funds and total unfinished business), 
leaving fees applied during the fiscal year 
1932-33. and paid into the Treasury, 
$250,995.30. 

Comparison with last year’s fees ($280,- 
964.90) shows a falling off of about 10 per- 
cent in the copyright business for the year, 
as was shown last year by comparison with 
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the previous year. The peak figure ($327,- 
629.90) was reached in 1929-30, before the 
depression in general business set in. 
During the period of 36 years (1897-1933) 
the copyright business, as evidenced by the 
applied fees, increased nearly fivefold. Dur- 
ing these 36 years since the organization of 
the present Copyright Office the copyright 
fees applied and paid into the Treasury have 
amounted to a grand total of $4,893,800.60, 
and the total copyright registrations have 
numbered over four millions (4,604,774). 
The fees earned ($4,893,800.60) were larger 
than the total of salaries paid during the 
same period ($4,058,283.34) by $835,517.26. 


Copyright Entries and Fees 


The registrations for the fiscal year num- 
bered 137,424. Of these, 24,282 were regis- 
trations for unpublished works at $1 each; 
105,407 were registrations for published works 
at $2 each; 1,324 were registrations of photo- 
graphs without certificates at $1 each. There 
were also 6,411 registrations of renewals at 
$1 each. The fees for these registrations 
amounted to a total of $242,831. 


Copyright Deposits 


The total number of separate articles de- 
posited in compliance with the copyright law 
which have been registered during the fiscal 
year is 216,339. 

During the fiscal year a total of 102,627 
current articles deposited have been trans- 
ferred to the Library of Congress. This 
number included 33,332 books, 55,902 period- 
ical numbers, 7,914 pieces of music, 2,490 
maps, and 2,989 photographs and engravings. 

All copyright entries are promptly indexed. 
The index cards are ultimately inserted into 
the great card indexes covering all classes of 
copyright entries from 1897 to date and now 
numbering more than 8,000,000 cards. These 
cards are first used as copy for the printed 
Catalog of Copyright Entries, the current 
numbers of which bind up, with annual in- 
dexes, to cover for each class all the entries 
made for the calendar year. The annual 
volumes for 1932 are all completed. 


International Copyright 


No new copyright proclamations have been 
issued within the period covered by this re- 
port extending copyright privileges in the 
United States to nationals of other countries 
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in exchange for protection accorded to Amer- 
ican authors in those countries. 

The ratification by Peru of the Pan Amer- 
ican Copyright Convention signed at Buenos 
Aires in 1910 was announced by our Depart- 
ment of State on September 2, 1932, as hav- 
ing been reported by Minister of Foreign 
Affairs of Argentina. It was on July 4, 
1932, that Peru notified the depository gov- 
ernment of this ratification, explaining that 
“Peru has ratified the above-mentioned con- 
vention and must be held and considered as 
having adhered to it from April 30, 1920.” 

Ratification by Costa Rica, on December 
20, 1932, of the convention revising the Con- 
vention of Buenos Aires on Literary and 
Artistic Copyright adopted at the Sixth In- 
ternational Conference of American States 
held at Habana, February 1928, is reported 
by the Department of State in its Treaty In- 
formation Bulletin No. 40, January 1933. 
The United States has not ratified this con- 
vention. 

The following countries have declared ad- 
hesion to the Berne convention as revised at 
Rome in 1928, as announced in Le Droit 
d’ Auteur, official organ of the International 
Copyright Union: 

Spain, effective April 23, 1933. 

Brazil, effective June 1, 1933. 

Monaco, effective June 9, 1933. 

With these added it is understood that 20 
countries of the union have now subscribed 
to the Rome convention. 


Copyright Bills in Congress 


Although the year has passed without en- 
actment of any new legislation by Congress 
affecting copyright there has been consider- 
able suggestive agitation of the subject in 
committee. 


Design Copyright 


In the winter of 1932-33 the Committee on 
Patents and Copyrights again made some 
effort towards securing protection for de- 
signs by new legislation. The proposed legis- 
lation followed quite closely that which was 
undertaken in the previous session of Con- 
gress (72d Cong., 1st sess.) and which was 
designated “design registration” to distin- 
guish it from both patents and copyrights. 
It was intended to apply only to textiles and 
similar materials. Registration was to be 
made in the Copyright Office after brict 


search. 
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General Revision of the Copyright Law 


In the first session of the Seventy-third 
Congress (the extra session) Mr. Dill intro- 
duced in the Senate on March 13, 1933, a 
bill to amend and consolidate the acts re- 
specting copyright, which was referred to the 
Committee on Patents. This is substantially 
like the bill S. 3985, which he introduced in 
the Seventy-second Congress, First Session, 
as described in the Report of the Register of 
Copyrights for the year ending June 30, 1932. 
It follows the present copyright law in many 
of its sections, but in others presents substan- 
tial changes and some novel features. Under 
its provisions copyright may be had by the 
author or any other person entitled thereto, 
for published or unpublished works, and is 
obtained by affixing the notice upon the 
work. Conspicuously new is the provision 
for controlling licensing companies and per- 
forming rights societies in their licensing for 
public performance, particularly by radio 
broadcasting. Such societies and organiza- 
tions must place on file in the Copyright 
Office lists of the music which they control 
and excessive fees may be protested before a 
designated arbiter in disputes. This provi- 
sion follows quite closely the amendment re- 
cently added to the Canadian copyright law. 


The United States and the International 
Copyright Union 


Towards the close of the first session of 
the Seventy-third Congress an identical bill 
was introduced in both Houses of Congress 
to enable the United States to enter the In- 
ternational Copyright Union under the con- 
vention of Rome, 1928. In the House the 
bill (H.R. 5853) was introduced by Mr. 
Luce on May 31, 1933, and was referred to 
the Committee on Patents. In the Senate the 
bill (S. 1928) was introduced by Mr. Cutting 
on June 10, 1933, and was referred to the 
Committee on Foreign Relations. 

This is a new bill dealing only with our 
entry into the union of 39 countries embrac- 
ing most of the leading nations. The union 
countries have agreed upon mutual copyright 
protection so that a copyright secured in any 
one of them is automatically protected 
throughout the others. 

The bill provides that from and after the 
date upon which the adherence of the United 
States to the convention of Berne for protec- 
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tion of literary and artistic works of Septem- 
ber 9, 1886, as revised at Rome on June 2, 
1928, becomes effective, copyright throughout 
the United States and its dependencies shall 
subsist in the works of foreign authors of 
any country belonging to the union without 
compliance with any conditions or formalities 
whatever provided the work is entitled to 
copyright within the union. 

Conversely, the American author’s copy- 
right is automatically extended throughout 
all the countries of the union. 

This is a proposed move on the part of 
the United States which many proponents 
of copyright believe has been too long post- 
poned, and which has been supported and 
urged from time to time by authors and 
others interested in the extension of copyright 
protection ever since the argument in favor 
of it was begun some 40 years ago. It has 
thus far failed either through a general atti- 
tude of indifference or because of active op- 
position in some quarters. 

One continual stumbling block in the way 
has been the requirement of American manu- 
facture for books in the English language 
securing American copyright. Another is the 
requirement of registration in the Copyright 
Office. The present bill proposes to eliminate 
these requirements as relating to works of 
foreign authorship. 

Foreign copyright protection for American 
authors is now possible in a number of 
countries by action under present legislation. 
When a copyright is thus secured by an 
American author in a country which is a 
member of the International Copyright 
Union, as, for example, in Great Britain, it 
is automatically extended throughout the 
Union under the provisions of the Berne con- 
vention. That is what is meant by our “get- 
ting into the union through the back door” 
as the expression is sometimes used in copy- 
right discussions. But there are signs of re- 
sentfulness in certain countries against this 
one-sided arrangement, and it seems possible 
that some countries may take action to dis- 
continue it. 

Under these circumstances it is pertinent to 
remember that protection abroad for the 
American author and copyright owner may 
be effectively secured by entry of the United 
States into the International Copyright 
Union. 
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News of the Week 


Publishers’ Annual Meeting 
in April 

THe AnNnuavt Meetinc of the National Asso- 
ciation of Book Publishers, the reports of 
which have each year supplied an important 
section of our year’s review of the booktrade, 
has been postponed until the fourth Wednes- 
day in April. By that time it is expected 
that the situation involving book publishing 
codes will have been clarified and the codes 
approved, thus completing the work that has 
been going on since June. The present ofh- 
cers and committees have, with President 
Canfield, who retires this year, consented to 
stand by the work until the Control Com- 
mittee has completed its work at Washing- 
ton. Then the new elections will be held. 

Many of the trade’s most active members 
are likely to be absorbed for the next two or 
three months in working out at Washington 
acceptable and workable codes for the various 
branches of publishing. 

Since the annual meeting was to be post- 
poned, the Association sent out to its mem- 
bers the first of the year “An Informal Mem- 
orandum” reviewing the work of the past 
year. It tells of the work of the Credit 
Bureau which has now been functioning for 
two years commanding half of the appropria- 
tion of the Association. The emphasis in 
the work of the Bureau has been on the 
strengthening of the book distribution system 
and the preservation of outlets. Mr. Stokke, 
the manager, has made frequent field trips 
to consult with booksellers about their finan- 
cial problems and aid them in setting up 
budgetary control. 

The Memorandum reviews the work of the 
Joint Board of Publishers and Booksellers 
which was established three years ago, par- 
ticularly their work in setting up minimum 
periods for reprinting and the control of 
remaindering. It is significant that the 
Board’s recommendations forecast the regu- 
lations on reprints and remainders included 
in the Trade Book Publishing Code. 

The Joint Board has been interested in in- 
creasing the sale of staple stock, and under 
its auspices the American Book Councillor 
lists were published last year. The Board is 
now considering a plan for launching book 


tokens similar to those used in England to 
promote books as gifts. 

The Children’s Book Week Campaign has 
again been conducted by the Association 
office, and has had as large a response of pub- 
lic interest as in any time in its fifteen year 
history. 

The Association has represented publishers’ 
interests in Washington in opposition to cer- 
tain proposals being urged for the Graphic 
Arts Code, which would have meant an un- 
absorbable increase in book manufacturing 
costs. The Unions wanted a return to the 
1929 wage level and a thirty-two hour week. 
It now appears unlikely that these terms will 
be incorporated. Recently a Committee has 
been negotiating with paper manufacturers 
regarding the new purchasing arrangements 
proposed by the paper firms. 

The Association’s Editorial Committee two 
years ago made the revolutionary proposal 
that authors’ royalties should be based on the 
wholesale price and this, as well as other 
recommendations of the Committee, has had 
a considerable influence on publishing prac- 
tice. 

Cass Canfield of Harper & Brothers, now 
in his second term as president, has proved 
his capacity for sound leadership and his un- 
tiring devotion to the responsibilities of office. 
Marjorie Griesser’s intimate knowledge of 
every aspect of Association work has contin- 
ued to make Committee decisions effective.

The project has been endorsed by 
ninety museums and educational or- 
ganizations all over the country, in- 
cluding The American Library As- 
sociation, The American Association 
for Adult Education, The College 
Art Association and many others. 

A widespread program of supplementary 
activities is being planned by many organiza- 
tions. Since the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs initiated the program the

D. C. is urging all members to take part in 
making the broadcast active in their com- 
munities.

braries are arranging special bookshelves and 
exhibitions of prints and also making radio- 
equipped rooms available to the public. 
Many agencies specializing in adult educa- 
tion and in art are giving the program exten- 
sive publicity in their magazines. 

The manual, “Art in America from 1600 
to 1865,” will serve as listener's handbook 
and as a guide in studying for the program. 
It contains 8 plates in full color and 72 half- 
tones in black and white of the paintings, 
sculpture, houses and rooms which will be 
discussed, as well as 48 pages of useful infor- 
mation, including biographies of artists and 
stories of the changing fashions in American 
art and architecture. In addition to a sum- 
mary of each of the 16 lectures it contains a 
bibliography of supplementary reading. It 
has been prepared by Harold Stark in coop- 
eration with the Art Institute of Chicago and 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art. It is pub- 
lished by the University of Chicago Press 
and will retail for one dollar.

Department Store Costs 


A REPORT IssuED by the Bureau of Business 
Research of the Harvard School of Business 
Administration on the operating results of 
department stores during 1932 contains some 
interesting figures. Average stores with an 
annual sales volume of from $500,000 to 
$750,000 operated on a gross margin of 
30.9% of net sales and had a total operating 
expense of 39.1% of net sales, thus showing 
a net loss of 8.294. Superior firms in this 
group operated on a gross margin of 35°% 
at an expense of 37.1%, showing an average 
loss of 2.1%.

CHAPTER VIII 


Once More Westwarp Ho! 


NINTY-NINE YEARS AGO NEXT THURSDAY—ONn 
January 25, 1835—the brig Pilgrim, one- 
hundred and sixty-one days out of Boston, 
dropped anchor in the harbor of Monterey, 
in the Mexican province of New (otherwise 
Alta, or Upper) California. Monterey was 
then quite the most important settlement in 
those parts—much more important than 
Yerba Buena (or, as the Anglo-Saxon ele- 
ment were perversely calling it, San Fran- 
cisco), the most northerly port in the terri- 
tory. The Californians, take them alto- 
gether, were “an idle, thriftless people, and 
can make nothing for themselves.” Not even 
wine. “The country abounds in grapes, yet 
they buy bad wine made in Boston and 
brought round by us, at an immense price, 
and retail it among themselves at a real 
(124 cents) by the small wine-glass.” 

The outspoken critic was a mere member 
of the Pilgrim’s crew, and he set down his 
impressions in a journal which a few years 
later he made into a book—Two Years Be- 
fore the Mast: a Personal Narrative of Life 
at Sea” (Harper & Brothers, New York, 
1840). He was Richard Henry Dana, and 
he was doubtless identifiable to most of his 
tellow Cantabrigians and Bostonians as the 
son of the Richard Henry Dana—the North 
American Review Dana who had reviewed 
“The Sketch Book” and helped discover Wil- 
liam Cullen Bryant. Young Dana had not 
run away to sea—a measles-ridden pair of 
eyes had driven him thither out of Harvard. 
Never was such a beneficent ophthalmia, 
lor it gave the world the classic chronicle of 


a life on the ocean wave under canvas, and 
the most widely read example of California- 
ana ever written. 

Monterey, according to young Dana (he 
was not yet twenty when he first set eyes 
on it), was “decidedly the _pleasantest 
and most civilized-looking place in Cali- 
fornia. In the center of it is an open square, 
surrounded by four lines of one-story plas- 
tered buildings, with half a dozen cannon in 
the center; some mounted, and others not. 
This is the ‘Presidio,’ or fort. Every town 
has a presidio in its center; or rather, every 
presidio has a town built around it; for the 
forts were built first by the Mexican govern- 
ment, and then the people built near them 
for protection. The presidio here was en- 
tirely open and unfortified. There were sev- 
eral officers with long titles, and about 
eighty soldiers, but they were poorly paid, 
fed, clothed and disciplined. The governor- 
general, or, as he is commonly called, the 
‘general,’ lives here; which makes it the seat 
of government. He is appointed by the cen- 
tral government at Mexico, and is the chief 
civil and military officer.” 

Dana’s account of Monterey is available in 
detail in the thirteenth chapter of his nar- 
rative; it is a graphic picture of a too placid 
civilization that was doomed to early sup- 
planting by a breed of Californians who 
were decidedly not “an idle, thriftless peo- 
ple.” It is regrettable, however, that Seaman 
Dana found neither time to visit nor space 
to mention the local printing plant. Perhaps 
it escaped his eye altogether; it could hardly 
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have been a conspicuous element in the 
scenery. The governor-general, likewise, 
seems to have blushed unseen so far as the 
sea-going Harvard undergraduate was con- 
cerned. This, too, for the purposes of the 
present discussion, is regrettable. For the 
local printing plant and the governor-general 
had much in common. 

The governor-general of the province of 
Alta California at the moment of Dana’s 
visit was José Figueroa. Assuming office at 
the beginning of 1833, he had the wisdom 
to see that it might be well to set up a small 
printing establishment to turn out some of 
his official pronouncements. He had accord- 
ingly brought up with him from Mexico 
some types rather the worse for wear, plus, 
apparently, a printer who could have done 
no better with the newest types in the world. 
A single specimen of this bungler’s efforts 
survives. Dated Monterey, January 16, 1833. 
it announces, over Figueroa’s signature, the 
fact that the central government had en- 
trusted “to my insufficiency” political and 
military authority over the territory. 

Several attempts have been made to re- 
move the namelessness of the printer of the 
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1833 Anuncia, but Robert Ernest Cowan, in 
his “Bibliography of the Spanish Press of 
California” (San Francisco, 1919), does not 
venture to unseal his doubtless unsought 
anonymity, and where Californiana is con- 
cerned it is safe to follow Cowan. His monu- 
mental “Bibliography of the History of 
California and the Pacific West 1510-1906,” 
first issued at San Francisco in 1914, has re- 
cently been brought up to date and issued in 
a sumptuous three-volume edition bearing 
the imprint of John Henry Nash. 

The unknown printer was succeeded in 
1834 by Agustin Vicente Zamorano, who 
had come north in 1825 as secretary to a 
predecessor of Governor Figueroa, and who 
served the latter in the same capacity, having 
meantime attained a position of prominence 
in the political, military and social life of 
the province. There is no evidence to show 
where he learned about printing—possibly 
he studied under the unknown and went 
him several better. The first surviving speci- 
men of typography issued under his direc- 
tion (bearing the date 1834 and the notice 
“Imprenta de Zamorano y Ca”) is, pleas- 
antly, an Aviso al Publico describing the es- 
tablishment of his plant and listing the 
prices at which he was prepared to do work. 
Soon afterward appeared a sixteen-page pam- 
phlet, the first book to issue from his press 
—the first book, therefore, to be printed in 
California: “Reglamente Provicional para el 
Gubierno ... de la Alta California”—the 
provisional regulations for the government 
of the province. Cowan locates twelve 
books printed in California during the 
twilight of Spanish dominion, nine in Mon- 
terey and three in Sonoma—four political or 
military, one medical, one devotional, and six 
school texts. 

When Monterey fell into American hands 
in the summer of 1846 Commander Robert 
Field Stockton, commanding the victorious 
naval force, appointed Chaplain Walter Col- 
ton alcalde of the city. Colton, a native of 
Vermont and a graduate of Yale, forthwith 
set about the establishment of a newspaper 
in collaboration with Dr. Robert Semple, 
and on August 15, 1846, appeared the first 
number of the Californian. Nine months 
later (May 22, 1847) the Californian began 
to be issued in San Francisco, “a newly be- 
gun settlement,” Dana had reported in 1835, 
“mostly of Yankee Californians, which prom- 
ises well.” Dana believed that “if Calli- 
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fornia ever became a prosperous country, 
this bay will be the center of its prosperity.” 
He praised “the excellence of its climate, 
which is as near to being perfect as any in 
the world’—and it is not a native son 
speaking, but a New Englander whose visit 
to the Pacific Coast was all but sheer acci- 
dent. The printer of the Californian, ac- 
cording to Henry R. Wagner’s “California 
Imprints August 1846—June 1851” (Berke- 
ley, 1922), was Joseph Dockrill, a sailor in 
Stockton’s command who had been a printer 
“on the outside,” and who was forthwith 
given his discharge in order that he might 
become the first exponent of typography in 
English in the great commonwealth to be. 
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The establishment of the California Star 
at Yerba Buena on January g, 1847, by Sam- 
uel Brannan, late of Brooklyn, had already 
signalized the birth of journalism in San 
Francisco. Late in 1848 the Star and the 
Californian were consolidated, and in Janu- 
ary, 1849, the amalgamation was christened 
the Alta California—the staff did not yet in- 
clude Samuel Langhorne Clemens. No 
complete file of the Californian exists, ac- 
cording to Wagner, although that in the 
California State Library lacks only the extras, 
the prospectus (issued six months after the 
first number) and one fly sheet.

A Significant Sale 


Diversified Lot Contains First Draft of “Star Spangled Banner’

RARE BOOKS, AUTOGRAPHS, MANUSCRIPTS and 
drawings, comprising 497 lots, selected from 
many consignments, were sold by the Ameri- 
can Art Association Anderson Galleries, Inc., 
in three sessions on January 4 and 5, for 
which a total of $103,044.50 was realized. It 
seemed courageous to undertake to sell such 
a diversified lot of rarities so closely follow- 
ing the holidays, but Mr. Swann was of the 
opinion that the high character of the selec- 
tions and their variety would create great 
interest, and that this interest would crystal- 
lize in fair prices, and the sooner the sale 
was held the more time would remain for 
the dispersal of other collections. Mr. Swann 
was right, and his strategy and psychology 
will do a great deal to make this a successful 
season. 

The star lot was a single sheet, time-yel- 
lowed with age, on which Francis Scott Key 
wrote the first draft of the national anthem, 
“The Star Spangled Banner,” in 1814. It 
brought $24,000. The tense and brief bid- 
ding started at $5,000, was raised to $7,500, 
then $10,000, and by $1,000 jumps rose to 
$23,000, Gabriel Wells advancing this bid to 
$23,500 and Dr. Rosenbach closed on the 
next bid of $24,000. The sale was con- 
summated in approximately ninety seconds 
and in this brief period a great record was 
made. It is reported that Henry Walters, of 





Baltimore, paid $2,500 for the manuscript in 
1907, and it will go back to Baltimore where 
it was written. 

The three Shakespeare Folios created a 
great deal of interest as is always the case, 
whether sold in London or New York. The 
Second Folio, 1632, a fine large copy, with 
genuine leaves throughout, brought $2,500; 
the Third Folio, second issue, 1664, contain- 
ing the first folio appearance of the seven 
additional plays mentioned on the title-page, 
in fine internal condition, in contemporary 
calf, fetched $3,750; and the Fourth Folio, 
1685, an exceptionally fine copy, with leaves 
in clean and crisp condition, unwashed, con- 
temporary full calf, with few slight defects, 
realized $1,550. The Second Folio was 
bought by Harry F. Marks, the Third Folio 
by Gabriel Wells, and the Fourth Folio by 
Alwin J. Scheuer.

The Sales of Last Month

THE FIRST SALE LAST MONTH was held on De- 
cember 2 by Charles F. Heartman, in 
Metuchen, N. J. It comprised 153 lots of 
rare Americana, including books, pamphlets 
and manuscripts, of Colonial, Revolutionary 
War and later periods. An original auto- 
graph manuscript letter book of Anthony 
Lispenard Bleecker, written in ink on 176 
folio pages, addressed from New York and 
Morristown, N. J., between October 30, 1767, 
and January 3, 1787, brought $60. Henry

THE FINEST COLLECTION OF CONTEMPORARY 
Lincolniana, formed by his law partner and 
biographer, William H. Herndon, compris- 
ing upwards of 2,400 items, much of which 
has been unexamined and unused, has just 
been acquired by Gabriel Wells, bookseller 
of this city. This large amount of informa- 
tion about Lincoln, covering his childhood, 
early manhood, life in Kentucky, Indiana 
and Illinois; his work in the courts and in 
Congress and his political life up to his de- 
parture, in February, 1861, from Springfield 
for Washington, to become president of the 
United States, is now in Mr. Wells’s book- 
shop at 145 West 57th Street. After the 
death of President Lincoln, Mr. Herndon 
acquired the records and manuscripts of the 
law office. This material, together with his 
own papers about Lincoln, he bequeathed to 
Jesse W. Weik, who kept them intact. 
Emanuel Hertz, an authority and biographer 
of Lincoln, has examined this collection and 
says that it contains nothing that changes the 
present conception of the character of Lin- 
coln, except to make it greater, although it 
will tend to change some of the accepted 
stories of early writers. “These documents,” 
Mr. Hertz says, “will change or modify por- 
tions of the Nicolay and Hay biography up 
to 1861,” because this was unduly influenced 
by Robert Lincoln. The only historian who 
had access to these papers was Senator Bev- 
eridge who died before his biography was 
finished. The material of a personal or asso- 
ciation interest adds greatly to the value of 
this collection. Sentiment appears to be crys- 
tallizing in favor of the purchase of these 
papers for the Congressional Library. 
Speaker Rainey and President Roosevelt, it 
is reported, have examined a portion of this 
material and were greatly interested. 


A COMPLETE REPRODUCTION of Daniel Defoe’s 
Review, earliest and rarest of English news- 
papers, is being compiled by the Facsimile 
Text Society for the benefit of students and 
historians, The Review is one of a series of 
literary curiosities which the society plans to 
make available for reference for at the pres- 
ent time it does not exist in complete form 
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in any library. The nine volumes of The 
Review were written, edited and printed by 
Defoe, author of “Robinson Crusoe,” and 
will be reproduced in twenty-two volumes 
by the offset process, based upon photographs 
of the actual text. The work of collecting 
the data will be performed by more than 
fifty members of the society, both here and 
abroad. The complete form will be assem- 
bled from the partial sets at the British Mu- 
seum, the Boston Public Library, the Uni- 
versity of Texas, and the private collection 
of A. W. Shaw of Chicago. One number of 
the Review known to have been dated April 
g, 1713, has been lost, and at present there 
is no known copy in existence. A thorough 
search is already being carried out here and 
in Great Britain in an effort to find the 
number and render the facsimile complete. 


THE Epcar ALLAN Poe Crus of Philadel- 
phia celebrated the 125th anniversary of the 
birth of Poe on January 19. The speakers 
announced in advance were Governor Gif- 
ford Pinchot, William Lyon Phelps, Hey- 
wood Broun, Dr. A. S. W. Rosenbach, Owen 
D. Young and Agnes Repplier. In the leaf- 
let accompanying the invitation is the fol- 
lowing tribute to the author of “The Raven”: 
“Honor Philadelphia’s greatest genius. For 
ninety years Philadelphia has forgotten him. 
Yet he stands first in American literature. 
January 19, 1934, will be the 125th anniver- 
sary of his birth. His most celebrated poem 
was written in Philadelphia. It is read the 
world over. His most celebrated tale was 
written here. It was the sensation of the 
country. He wrote the world’s first detective 
story in Philadelphia. A century later it re- 
mains unrivaled. His greatest criticisms 
were published here. All the literati stood 
in awe of him. He spent the most glorious 
and successful part of his life in Philadel- 
phia. Yet Philadelphia has not commemo- 
rated him.” If Philadelphia has been slow 
to acknowledge her “greatest genius” evi- 
dently she is trying hard to make full amends 


now. 
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At 15 Easr 51st Street, in this city, The 
Rosenbach Company have fifty of the finest 
drawings ever executed by Fragonard on 
exhibition. Of them Seymour de Ricci says, 
“Tt is hardly to be believed that a series so 
important for the history of French art 
should ever have been allowed to leave the 
artist’s native land.” There are also fifty 
drawings by J. M. W. Turner, of the most 
exquisite quality, from the collection of Lord 
Grimthorpe. There is also an exhibition of 
fine and historical bindings from the twelfth 
to the twentieth century, including master- 
pieces of the most celebrated craftsmen, 
many of which were bound for emperors and 
kings. In Philadelphia, at 1320 Walnut 
Street, there is one of the greatest exhibi- 
tions ever held of books and manuscripts 
relating to the discovery of America from 
1492 to 1642. An original manuscript codex 
of the voyages of Columbus, letters from the 
great conquistadores, and rare books of the 
most famous expeditions to America may be 
seen. Catalogs are in preparation. 


CataLtoc Vou. I, No. 1, the farst of a series 
to be published approximately quarterly, 
comes from C. H. Page, Gilmanton, N. H., 
comprising mainly selections from the library 
of Curtis Hidden Page. In the preface of 
the 96 pages and nearly four hundred se- 
lected items, the author-bookseller says: “I 
have been a collector of books for forty 
years, beginning as a freshman in college. 
Now it is time to distribute them. It has 
been the keenest possible delight to seek 
them, to acquire, to own, to read, to live 
with them. So I can gladly pass on some of 
that delight to others.” The contents of this 
catalog comprises association books of fa- 
mous authors, first and limited editions, first 
and limited editions from special presses, and 
autographs and memorabilia. The selections 
are not only important and interesting col- 
lector’s items, but the catalog itself is a 
unique piece of bibliography. Any book 
lover or collector, who cares for the finer 
things, will find this series of catalogs, not 
only charming to read, but well worth pre- 
serving. 


Tuomas J. GANNoNn, INc., rare book dealers, 
have acquired the complete Franklin auto- 
biography, first edition. This is in four 
parts, and William Gannon, son of the late 
Thomas J. Gannon, spent a great deal of 
time in research before the parts were as- 
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sembled. Part I was issued in French under 
the title “Memoirs de la Vie Prince de Ben- 
jamin Franklin,” 1791; Part II, first appeared 
in French in 1798, printed by Buison; Part 
III appeared in English in 1818, published 
by William Temple Franklin, grandson of 
the philosopher; Part VI appeared with the 
three preceding parts in 1828 in Paris. This 
is the first complete edition. There was no 
edition in English of all four parts until 
Bigelow printed, in 1868, the whole thing 
from Franklin’s manuscript. 


First Epit1ions of nineteenth century and 
modern French authors from the collection 
of the Duchess Sforza, sold at auction at 
Hotel Drouet, in Paris, a few days before the 
holidays, brought high prices, the collection 
realizing 850,000 francs. Among the works 
sold were “The Diary of the Goncourt 
Brothers,” 4,500 francs; “Aphrodite,” by 
Pierre Louys, with dedication to Francois 
Coppée, 9,500 francs; “The Life of the Bee,” 
by Maurice Maeterlinck, original edition on 
Japan paper, 4,900 francs; “Poems” by 
Stéphane Mallarmé, 4,300 francs; “The 
Vatard Sisters,” by J. K. Huysmans, 6,100 
francs; and “One Life,” by Guy de Maupas- 


sant, 2,000 francs.

American First Editions 


PEARL S. (SYDENSTRICKER) BUCK 1892— 


Compiled by Merle Johnson 


Mrs. Buck was born in West Virginia, her 
parents being American Missionaries to 
China on a brief visit to their native land. 
During her first year her parents returned to 
China, where her formative years were spent. 
A period of schooling was followed by an- 
other extended time in China. Her writings 
have so far been concerned with her experi- 
ences in China and with the Chinese scene. 
World movements of interest to Americans 
have been taking place in Asia which has 
undoubtedly had to do with Mrs. Buck’s 
great success in this country. 

There are three novels to her credit, “East 


Wind: West Wind”; “The Good Earth”; 
and “Sons.” Of these “The Good Earth” 
and “Sons” are part of a projected trilogy, no 
title for the third part having yet been se- 
lected. The recent work, “Mother,” is 
not this third volume. Mrs. Buck has writ- 
ten many short stories some of which are 
collected in “The First Wife and Other Sto- 
ries.” While, as mentioned, these are all of 
the purely Chinese scene, projected work 
will include Chinese and White contacts. It 
seems probable that her ability as a writer of 
general human interest will grow beyond 
China as Kipling expanded from India.
